A Process for Preserving Milk faro 
Sweden, already famous for its dairy 


produce, has recently made a new de- 
parture in that line which promises to 
be an eye-opener to faimers of all 
nationalities. It is a process by which 
milk can be delivered, fresh and pure, 
thousands of miles distant from the 
faim or janch which pi educed it. The 
milk is subjected lo pressure and a 
temperatuie of twenty degrees below 
zero aud by this means frozen into a 
solid block. This block is then placed j 
iu a cask and the vacant space filled in 
with railk that 1ms been pasteurized 
and thoroughly sterilized by being 
heated to one hundred and twenty de- 
grees fahrenheit 
The ca^k is almost 


completely tilled so that there is little 
chance of the milk's being chuined 
into butter by the motion of trans- 
portation. In this way the milk can be 
preserved for over three weeks, the 
block keeping it fresh and pure as it 
gradually melts away.
